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Summer Employment 

Insurance Exemption 
Requested By NFCUS 



Ottawa, Oct. 10 — The Nation- 
al .Federation of Canadian Uni- 
versity Students today presented 
a brief to Labor Minister Michael 
Starr asking that students who ta- 
ke on summer jobs be exempted 
from- paying unemployment insu- 
rance contributions. 

The brief, presented by NFCUS 
President Gabriel Gagnon of Ot- 
tawa, said students who work 
during summer recesses pay 
roughly $537,000 in unempfoy- 

mcnt insurance contributions, but 
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because they return to university 
each autumn are not eligible for 
unemployment insurance pay- 
ments. 

The brief said a survey showed 
63,000, or 90 per cent of total 
university enrollment, work dur- 
ing the summer holidays. 

Because of the high cost of uni- 
versity education, students could 
use for books the sums contribut- 
ed to the unemployment insur- 
ance fund.

Colleges Aided 
By Council Grants 

OTTAWA, Oct. 10 — The Ca- 
nada Council last night announced 
three grants totalling $1,630,000 
from the $50,000,000 university 
capital grants fund. 

These are the first grants au 
thorized by the council from the 
fund, 

Carleton University, Ottawa, 
$400,000 for its new library build 
ing; " 

Queen's University, Kingston, 
$530,000 towards its men's resi- 
dence, to include library and read- 
ing room; 

University of British Columbia 
Vancouver, $700^000 towards an 
Arts building. 

The $50,000,000 fund was set 
up by Parliament to help meet the 
universities' urgent need for ac- 
commodation in the face of rapid- 
ly increasing enrollments. 



Scholarship For Natural Science 



The Royal , Canadian Institute 
has announced the opening of ap- 
plications for a $500 scholarship 
in the natural sciences. 

Students studying the Biologi- 
cal Sciences, Geological Sciences, 
Chemistry and Physics are eligible 
to receive this scholarship, which 
is awarded annually. 



The scholarship is tenable dur- 
ing the final undergraduate year 
of the applicant's course of study.

When Petofi House closed its 
doors for good on August 15 all 
the students had jobs and places 
to stay.

One Hunga- 
rian was an Olympic skating star. 
Another served as a canoeing and 
skiing trainer. Several are crack 
soccer players and others have 
specialized -in track and field. 

If a student finds one of his 
fellow-classmates is a Hungarian 
refugee, Dr. Knowles warns that 
the Hungarian should not be fus- 
sed over. A little casual advice 
will do no harm, however, he in- 
dicated. '.'Show him (the Hunga- 
rian) the ropes and help him over '. 
a few hurdles," Dr. Knowles con- 
cluded. 



WUS Aided By 
Canada Council 



The Canada Council has an- 
nounced a grant of $12,000 to 
World University Service of Ca- 
nada. The grant will be used to 
iclp finance the 1958 Interna- 
tional General Assembly of WUS, 
which will be held in Canada for 
the first time. 

Thirty Countries 

It is expected that over 100 par- 
ticipants from some 30 countries 
will attend the Assembly. This 
will be the first occasion on which 
the Assembly will be held jn Ca- 
nada. Previous meetings have ta- 
ken place in England, France, Fin- 
land, Holland, Norway, Turkey, 
India. and the U.S.A. 

The General Assembly is the 
supreme governing body of WUS 
at the international level. It niects 
annually to review the WUS Pro- 
gramme, formulate policy, and to 
elect the officers and members of 
the Assembly. It is composed of 
delegates from WUS National 
Committees, members-at-large se 
lected for their knowledge and 
experience in university affairs, 
and representatives from interna- 
tional university organizations 
These organizations include the 
World Student Christian Fcdera 
tion, Pax Romana, The World 
Union Of Jewish Students and 
the International Association of 
University Professors and Lectu 
rers. 

WUS enjoys Consultative Sta- 
tus with. UNESCO, and works 
closely with UN agencies such as 



the World Health Organization 
and the Office of the UN High 
Commissioner for refugees.

Say Not The Struggle Naught Availeth 

Petofi House is a thing of the past. The Hungarian 
Issue here is dead. But at McGill an important thing was 
done. Because of it, seventy-two people will receive Univer- 
sity degrees. 

The task of aiding these student refugees was by no 
means an easy one. They found themselves penniless in a 
strange land, whose language they did not know. They need- 
ed help in a thousand different ways. 

McGill prepared to receive these students. Organizations 
and individuals, many of them associated directly with the 
University, helped. The Board of Governors allotted a home 
to the newcomers — Petofi House. The Student Counsellor 
and Chaplain, Rev. Knowles, took on the added task of serv- 
ing as Warden of the House. Furniture was supplied by a 
. government agency, and the Buildings and Grounds Depart- 
ment of the University was given the job of making the 
House liveable. 

I Local organizations cooperated with the University in 
the giving of instruction in English. The instructors were 
to a large extent members of the Faculty. 

The new students themselves deserve much credit. They 
were eager to learn and eager to work. They accepted any 
jobs that were open — from dishwashing up. Some worked 
up to sixteen hours a day. And they saved , their money. 
Moreover, in estimating their needs for the school year, they 
limited their estimates to include only the bare necessities. 

Something big was accomplished here — there was a 
need, and the University, the Government, and the people 
of the City all cooperated to eliminate that need. They did 
not expect anything in return.
